A FLANK MOVEMENT. 


THE POPE'S OFFER TO MEDIATE BETWEEN 
ENGLAND AND IRELAND. 


How the Holy. Father’s Action on English 
Polities is Regarded—The Lendon News- 
paper War-—Small-Poxr Epidemic at 
Sheffield—The Political Troubles in Man- 
itoha— Marriage of President Diaz’ 
Daughter—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LonpoN, January 17.—The Pope's action on 
English politics has never been more eagerly 
watched than at present. L’ Un‘verse, which, 
since the death of Venillop, has lost much of 
its old influence asa Catholic organ, but is 
still believed occasionally to be inspired from 


| the Vatican, says the Pope promises the En- 


glish Government that he will, on certain 
conditions, mediate between England and 
Ireland. Now that he has learned the state of 
Ireland through Mgr. Persico’s report, he de- 
mands the concession of a moderate measure 
ot home rule, a local Parliament to legislate 
on Irish affairs, and a compromise respecting 
the limits of its authority. The Pope advises 
the Tories to take the wind out of Mr. Glad - 
stone’s sails by adopting the general princi- 
ples of his programme and thus secure an 
adhesion of the Irish Oatholic clergy. This, 
if true, proves what the Irish members al- 
ways alleged, viz., that the Pope dares not 
openly opposé the national movement in Ire- 
land, and also that no modus-vivendi is possi- 
ble at present with the Tories, as a necessary 
condition of a large part of the support they 
receive is denunciation of Parnell. 
. THE NEWSPAPER FIGHT. 

The action by the Moruing Post against the 
newly-started newspaper called the Evening 
Post, for imitationof title, has resulted in an 
important decision. The Court, first of all, 
granted a perpetual injunction restaining the 
Evening Post from being published, but sub- 
sequently consented, on urgent representa- 
tions, to suspend the operation of the injunc- 
tion until after the hearing of the appeal. 
This appears extremely likely to result in re- 
versing the decision. There is no mention of 
copyright in titles in any English statute, and 
the only protection proprietors have is the 
common law under which no publication, 
liable to be mistaken for another, is allowed 
to be sold. The courts have hitherto re- 
quired proof that somebody has actually 
been deceived, but in the present 
case the Judges seem inclined to stretch their 
prerogative inthe interpretation of the law. 
When the Evening News started this gave 
great offense to the conductorsof the Daily 
News, but they were advised that they had no 
legal remedy. * 

SMALL-POX AT SHEFFIELD. 

The outbreak of small-pox in Sheffield is the 
most serious in recent years. The hospital 
accommodations are utterly insufficient. Up to 
Christmas there have been 2,728 cases and 277 
deaths. The figures showing the vaccinated 
and unvaccinated are instructive. The un- 
vaccinated, who are necessarily a small 
minority of the population, contributed 
2.1 cases and the vaccinated, form- 
ing the larger majority .of the popu- 
‘tation, | only 382, with the remaining 
doubtful. This will be A severe blow to the 
anti-vaccinationists, who, since the suppres- 
sion of the outbreak at Leicester, where the 
compulsory vaccination actislargely disre- 
garded, have shown increased activity in their 
agitation.

THE TOWN WHICH HAD THE HARDEST 
NAME IN THE UNITED STATES. | 


The “Trail Man'“ and His Method of Enjoy- 
ing Himself, When His Pockets Were 
Well Lined—Shooting Out Saloon Lights 
and Other Feats of Agility—A Wonderful 
Change in Dodge City, and the Reasons 
Which Brought It About.

Barclay L. Huntington of Pueblo, Colo., 6

A SERIOUS RUNAWAY.

Proper Treatment of Them Has Often- Saved 
a Valuable Animal.

These sharp points 
lacerate the mouth, and the horse tries in one 
way or another to relieve himself. Some jerk 
and toss the head, drool or slobber; others 
start suddenly, drive sideways, shy, or hold 
their heads in an unnatural manner. A de- 
fective mouth is often the cause of serious 
trouble, rendering a horse intractable and 
—— that otherwise would be a pleasant 

ver. . 

I practiced dentistry on human subjects for 
several years, and for that reason the field of 
horse dentistry was one that I entered easily 
and naturally. Here, continued Dr. Arm- 
strong, showing reamers and a trephine, ‘‘are 
some beautiful instruments. I used both of 
these yesterday on a horse that had a broken 
skull, removing one piece of bone an inch wide 
and an inch and a half long. besides several 
smaller pieces. Thehorse will get well and be 
a — animal. There are no instruments for 
filling, but 1 have fllled teeth for a race-horse. 

On 
no, said the octor; ‘‘gutta-percha 
stopping. It made him a good horse, and h 
was worthless with bad teeth. Horses stan 
all these dental operations nicely. It is no 
trouble for an operator who understands his 
business to keep their mouths open.’’
